REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The response filed 12/1/08 to the office action has been entered. Claims 23-33 are 
pending. 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Concerning claims 23-33, no prior art has been found teaching or suggesting a method 
for quantifying molecules expressing a selected epitope in a sample comprising a step of 
measuring a quanta of fluorescence signals emitted from the stained amplified RNA product 
which is directly proportional to epitope detector bound to the surface and molecules expressing 
the selected epitope in the sample. 

There is no motivation to combine the cited references to achieve the step of measuring 
quanta of fiuorescence signals emitted from the stained amplified RNA product which is directly 
proportional to epitope detector bound to the surface and molecules expressing the selected 
epitope in the sample as required in claim 23. 

The closest references are Kacian et al. (5,888,729 issued Mar 30, 1999) in view of 
Eberwine et al. (5,922,553, issued 7/13/1999), Fields et al. (WO 94/26932, issued November 24, 
1994) and Waggoner (5,627,027, issued May 6, 1997). None of the references above teaches or 
suggests the claimed method as set forth above.
